of the Bant of Avon. He projected the 
first great Shakespeare Jubilee which 
was celebrated at Htratford-on-Avon Ip 
1769. The great actor died in 1779, leav¬ 
ing an estate Valued at three-quarters 
of a million dollars. He was burled 
with great pomp and ceremony in 
Westminster abbey, and his last rest¬ 
ing place is the Mecca of theatrical 
pilgrims from all over the world. 

It was one of Garrick’s associates. 
Moody, famous as an actor of Irish 
characters, who produced the first Eng¬ 
lish theatrical performance In America. 
The French had established the stage 
In Quebec, and the Spaniards In Mexi¬ 
co. long before Moody crossed the 
ocean In 1745, and gave a series of per¬ 
formances Ip the Island of Jamaica He 
was so SObcessful that he returned to 
F.ngland. and In the following year 
l roughi out a regular company of ac¬ 
tors. When Moody returned to Eng¬ 
land In 1749 he was engaged by Oar-
